My favourite is performing. I love acting, particularly in 
plays but I have done every aspect from prompt to props 
and set building, I have even done the lights.

More money for dementia support 


COUNTY councillor John Dyke has 
presented the special dementia support 
group at the Henhayes Community 
Centre in Crewkerne with a donation of 
£750 from his health and wellbeing 
community budget. 

Trustees have obtained initial funding 
for the support group for a year from 
Somerset Community Foundation and, 
together with the grant from Councillor 
Dyke’s budget, they are about to ap¬ 
point a project co-ordinator and activity 
worker to run the group in the future. 

The centre hosts the Monday Memory 
group, designed for a maximum of 10 
members so as not to be intimidating, 
where people with dementia can enjoy 
activities to stimulate them, such as 
reminiscent conversations, balloon 
football, boccia, painting and even 
using a computer. 

Carers can have a break and get ad¬ 
vice on benefits and other services 
available to them, while their loved one 
is also enjoying a change of scenery. 

There is still room for six more mem¬ 
bers in the group and the trustees hope 
that carers who may be struggling on 
their own will come forward and take 
advantage of the service.

Although the county councillor’s an¬ 
nual health and wellbeing budget was 
cut by half this year to £5,000, he con¬ 
sidered the group was an extremely im¬ 
portant project for the community. 

Carer Roger Hall, from North Perrott, 
brings his wife Betty to the group and 
said of the service: “It’s a very good 
thing, it gives me a break. We have lots 
of photo albums, we bring a different 
one each week and they go through 
them with her and she remembers 
things. 

“Her memory of the past is probably 
better than mine.” 

The Alzheimer’s Society has provided 
booklets which the relatives of demen¬ 
tia sufferers are encouraged to fill out 
with a photographs of them in their 40s 
or 50s, as that is the age most remem¬ 
bered. Inside, they fill out information 
on their past, such as where they grew 
up, worked, family members, etc. This 
gives the team triggers to use when 
talking to the person with memory loss. 

Door-to-door transport for the Mon¬ 
day Memory group is available via the

South Somerset joins national Citizens Advice campaign 


SOUTH Somerset Citizens Advice Bureau has joined 
forces with bureaux across the country as part of a na¬ 
tional campaign to ensure sick and disabled people are 
not left stranded due to reforms to government support. 

Recent changes to Employment Support Allowance 
will make it harder for sick and disabled people to get 
fair treatment, warns Alison Lennox, advice services 
manager at South Somerset Citizens Advice Bureau. 


Advisers and volunteers in South Somerset have dealt 
with 155 enquiries in the past six months regarding the 
widely-criticised Employment Support Allowance 
(ESA). In the past year alone, Citizens Advice nation¬ 
ally has helped with nearly half a million problems re¬ 
lating to ESA. 

The Work Capability Assessment, which determines 
people's eligibility for ESA, has come under fire for 



failing to deliver accurate decisions, es¬ 
timated to have cost taxpayers more than 
£60million. Since October, anyone who 
is at first refused support will have to 
wait an additional two weeks whilst 
their application is reassessed, during 
which time they will potentially be left 
without any income. 

The new Citizens Advice “Fit for 
Work” campaign, launched in February, 
calls on ministers to ensure independent 
medical evidence is considered by offi¬ 
cials before making an initial assessment 
about a person's fitness for work; 

ensure any applicants for ESA are not 
left without financial support during the 
new, extra reassessment; and fine asses¬ 
sors where they are shown to have made 
an incorrect medical assessment. 

Alison Lennox, advice services man¬ 
ager at South Somerset Citizens Advice 
Bureau said: "Far too many of our 
clients are unable to cope with the stress 
of a benefit refusal. Recent changes have 
meant that during the period that they 
challenge an ESA refusal, claimants will 
not receive this benefit and are going 
without this income or have to rely on 
entitlement to other benefits. 

“It has become a complicated system 
for already distressed clients to navigate 
their way through. 

"I'm pleased to be a part of this new 
campaign to get the problems sorted out 


for our clients. This needs to be a joint 
effort between ministers, officials, char¬ 
ities and health professionals to make 
sure sick and disabled people get quick 
and fair treatment out of this system 
,which right now is simply not work¬ 
ing." 

Gillian Guy, chief executive of Citi¬ 
zens Advice, added: "This system is fail¬ 
ing far too many people. Anyone could 
suddenly become sick or disabled and 
it’s vital that we have a strong system in 
place to help people cope with the unex¬ 
pected. 

“It can't be right that a decision about 
someone's health can be reached without 
even a basic consideration of medical 
evidence. Far too often, sick and dis¬ 
abled people are caught in a catch-22 
where they are forced to pay for a doc¬ 
tor's help to appeal against a decision 
which was wrong in the first place. 

“The extra red tape hurdle recently put 
in place by ministers before people can 
get much-needed support will mean 
thousands are wrongly forced to go it 
alone with no source of income. The 
best way to get the number and cost of 
appeals down is to make sure decisions 
are right first time rather than forcing 
people to jump through unnecessary and 
stressful extra hoops.”

This is particularly relevant currently as corporation tax is due to fall 
from 23 per cent to 21 per cent in April this year. 

Seven tax saving tips for small businesses in Somerset 

1. If you take a loan out for your business, make sure you claim the 
tax relief on it by paying the money immediately into your business 
bank account. Don't forget to inform your accountant when you 
have done this. 

2. Any business which is VAT registered can reclaim VAT on up to 
25p out of the fixed mileage rate of 45p per mile for business mo¬ 
toring. For example, if you pay £4,500 fixed mileage rate to an em¬ 
ployee driving a car with a 1600cc petrol engine, then you could 
reclaim £283 of VAT. Make sure you keep the correct records and 
get VAT receipts, and if you have never put in a claim before, you 
could claim for the past three years. 

3. Did you know that if you are a basic rate taxpayer you receive 20 
per cent pension tax relief. So if you make a payment of £8,000, the 
government makes a tax contribution of £2,000, which makes the 
total contribution £10,000. Non taxpayers get basic rate tax relief, 
so if you make the maximum payment of £2,880, then HMRC adds 
a contribution of £720, making the gross contribution £3,600. Bet¬ 
ter still, if you are aged between 55-75, you can take a tax free lump 
sum of 25% (£900) of the £3,600 pension fund. So for the cost of 
£2,880 you now have £3,600 in your pension fund, plus a cash lump 
sum of £900. 

4. At present, small businesses can claim 100 per cent capital al¬ 
lowances when buying plant, machinery and equipment in any 
year, up to a maximum of £250,000. Even if you buy equipment on 
the last day of your accounting period and start to use it, you still 
receive relief for the accounting year in which you bought the item. 
So make sure you do make the purchase before your year end and 
not one day after, otherwise you will have to wait another year be¬ 
fore you get the tax relief. 

5. You can reduce the tax and National Insurance charge on your 
profits by paying your spouse/civil partner or your children a wage 
- if they have no income and are working for you in your business. 

6. This is the ideal moment to review your business structure and 
to decide whether it is right for you. Before the start of the next tax 
year consider whether you should remain a sole trader (which was 
ideal for when you were starting out), or whether you should in¬ 
corporate your business into a limited company.There are costs in¬ 
volved, but the potential tax and National Insurance savings for a 
sole trader, with profits of £35,000, is £2,343. 

7. If you are paying tax on investment income, you can use your 
ISA allowance of up to £11,520 in the current tax year of which up 
to £5,760 can be in cash and the remainder as stocks and shares. 
The income from an ISA is tax free as is the capital growth.

Shudrick Valley campaigns 


THE Save Shudrick Valley Group in Ilminster is 
claiming a minor victory after South Somerset District 
Council looked favourably on modifications to the 
Local Plan proposal for extended growth at the Canal 
Way end of the town. 

However, group members feel they have won a bat¬ 
tle but not yet the war. 

A spokeseperon for the group said: “This could not 
be better news for our campaign. We have fought for 
two and a half years to get this changed around and 
don’t forget that Canal Way was the district council’s 
original preferred option for direction of growth, so 
we are now back where we started in October 2010. 

“With its new team looking at the sustainability ap¬ 
praisal for the two main options, which was then 
checked by external consultants and minor changes 
made, the council has still come out in favour of Canal 
Way. 

“The district council has looked at the proposal for 
Ilminster thoroughly, as can be seen from all the evi¬ 
dence, and has come to the decision which is not only 
the best solution for sustainability but also the best 
way forward for the town.

“The decision has found that the beautiful and sen¬ 
sitive landscape at Shudrick Valley is worth preserv¬ 
ing and that the suggestion for an eastern relief road 
was poorly conceived, has little support and should 
now be dead in the water. Once this valley was ever 
built on it could never be reinstated. 

“The decision will now go to the Inspector in June; 
until then we will not be celebrating this victory, he 
still has to adopt the modifications but this decision 
shows that Ilminster Town Council’s stance to back 
Shudrick Valley as its preferred option - which don’t 
forget was only supported by six out of 15 councillors 
- was ill considered, had no backing from the towns¬ 
people and was not in the best interests of the town. 
“It’s as yet un-adopted vision for the town is now 
completely in tatters and out of date after the decisions 
made today and the council will need to do much 
work to get it back on track for it to be included as a 
neighbourhood plan. Then it must get proper public 
consultation on it from within the town before adopt¬ 
ing it.”

Careline Service reaches 
out to 2,000 residents 

SOUTH Somerset District Council's Careline Service has 
reached a new landmark by having a total of 2,000 cus¬ 
tomers currently registered and receiving the service. 

The Careline service provides an emergency alarm 
button and pendant that can be worn at all times, 
which links to a control centre where emergency staff 
are on hand to answer calls 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year. 

The district has been running the service for 32 years 
and it continues to prove invaluable to residents, par¬ 
ticularly those people living alone. The growth in the 
service reflects the great reputation built up by a team 
of dedicated and experienced staff and the quality of 
the service. 

Pressing the alarm button puts the customer straight 
into contact with staff who can call a family member, 
neighbour or doctor if the resident is feeling unwell, or 
an ambulance if needed. They will also call the police 
if the person feels intimidated or in danger. 

The service offers a range of other "telecare" devices 
which can help people live independently, such as 
smoke detectors, fall detectors and key safes. 

Service manager Alice Knight said: "More and more 
people in South Somerset are taking advantage of our 
service, from those who are elderly to people with dis¬ 
abilities and those who are considered as at risk by 
their loved ones. We find that friends and family feel 
reassured with the knowledge that we are here to help 
their loved ones if they ever need it". 

The installation of the alarm system costs £32.05 but 
is free to those who are on certain benefits. There is a 
weekly charge of £3.74 for hire and monitoring of the 
equipment. 

Leader of the council, Councillor Ric Pallister, com¬ 
mented: "I am incredibly proud of our Careline service 
which provides people with reassurance and enables 
many elderly or vulnerable residents to live as safely 
and as independently as they possibly can. 

"I congratulate the team on this great achievement 
of reaching 2,000 customers, a true reflection of the 
commitment of staff and also the excellent reputation 
of the service".

It's camel racing at the

R ACING enthusiasts attending the annual Cotley Point-to-Point on Sunday 30 March at Cotley, near Chard in 
Somerset will be in for a surprise when they see the runners entered in the first race of the day at 11.30am. 

Four shaggy ships of the desert, otherwise known as camels, are due to come thundering down the finishing 
straight, ridden by jockeys wearing flowing Lawrence of Arabia style regalia, all in aid of the Dorset and Somerset 
Air Ambulance charity. 

"Camel racing is an exciting addition to this year's race meeting," said Tom Eames, the new Chairman of the Cotley 
Point to Point. "We've got four camel races, each with four camels competing and we've been inundated with 
riders willing to raise sponsorship in order to be jockeys and from businesses wanting to sponsor the camels. In 
fact we received so many applications that we increased the number of races from three to four. We are hoping to 
raise over £4,000 for Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance from both the camel racing and the Cotley Hedge Laying 
Competition, which is taking place the day before the point-to-point." 

Tom is an old hand at camel racing, having tried it a few years ago. It was an experience, which he describes as: 

"Thrilling, even if I wasn't sure who was in control, me or the camel!" and it inspired him to consider adding camel 
racing to the Cotley Point-to-Point programme. "Several other point-to-point organisers have held camel racing 
at their point-to-points with enormous success," said Tom. "We want to encourage as many people as possible to 
come point-to-point racing, as it's a great sport, which people of all ages can enjoy." 

Camel racing is an immensely popular pastime in the Middle East and it is fast catching on in the UK with races 
being held all over the country from Cheltenham Racecourse to the Royal Cornwall Show. The camels who will be 
taking part in the Cotley Point to Point are Dromedaries (one hump) and Bactrian (two humps) types, who are 
owned and specially trained by Rebecca and Joseph Fossett of Joseph's Amazing Camels (JAC) from Warwickshire. 

Wearing colourful Arabian style trappings, JAC's camels will be competing in four races, taking place at 11.30am, 12noon, 12.30pm and 1pm, with prize givings for 
jockeys and sponsors of winning camels at the end of each race. 

"I cannot thank our camel jockeys, camel sponsors and race sponsors enough for their support in helping raise money for this excellent charity. It's wonderful that all 
these local people and Somerset businesses have rallied to our cause with such enthusiasm. If we can make this year's camel racing event a success then we will certainly 
consider adding it to the point-to-point programme again next year," said Tom Eames, who will be presenting a cheque for the money raised to Dorset & Somerset Air 
Ambulance immediately after the last camel race. 

When the camels have finished racing they will be on public display and it is well worth taking the opportunity to visit these splendid creatures while they are at the 
point-to-point.

All camels will carry a maximum weight of 14 stone and riders must be aged 18 years or over. Crash hats and back protectors are compulsory. Each rider must have 
raised a minimum of £150 in sponsorship. The dress code for jockeys is Arabian style costume. 

The winning jockey in each race will receive a bottle of champagne and all camel jockeys will receive a Cotley Camel Racing commemorative plaque. There will be a 
special prize awarded to the best dressed jockey in each race.

FOR many people, the golden years of British TV comedy 
came around the end of the 1960s when we giggled and 
guffawed at popular series such as Dad's Army, Till Death 
Us Do Part, Steptoe & Son and an hilarious romp set in an¬ 
cient Rome and starring comedian Frankie Howerd - Up 
Pompeii.
